Costello was called twice be- 
fore the grand jury in connec- 
tion with an inquiry into the 
missing $303,720 of the $600,000 
ransom. On each occasion, it 
was reported, he declined to ac- 
count for his activities the night 
of Oct. 6, insisting the testimony 
might tend to incriminate him. 

He also refused on the same 
ground to answer questions con- 
cerning his whereabouts the 
night before the arrest of Carl 
Austin Hall and Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady, kidnap-killers of 
Bobby Greenlease, who are in 
the death house at the state 
prison at Jefferson City awaiting 
execution Dec. 18. 

Police Lt. Louls Shoulders dis- 
clcsed to the same grand jury 
that Costello was his second tip- 
ster on the activities of the free- 
spending Hall, it was said. The 
first tipster was John O. Hager, 
Ace taxicab driver. 

‘Pack of Lies,’ Costello Says. 

Informed of these reports, Cos- 
tello told the Post-Dispatch: 

“It's all a pack of lies. 

“I have never told anybody 
what my testimony was before 
the grand jury and I never will. 

“Shoulders told me that he 
did not give the namé of the 
second tipster when he appeared 
before the grand ww 

Shoulders and Patrolman El- 
mer Dolan arrested Hall at the 
Town House,'5316 Pershing ave- 
nue. Circumstances surroun 
the arrest have been the subject 
of intensive cross-checking 
the search for the missing $303,- 
720, since Hall, in his confes- 
sion, insisted he had almost all 
the ransom with him at the 
apartment hotel. 

Shoulders, except for his ap- 
pearance before the grand jury, 
consistently refused to divulge 
the identity of the second tip- 
ster. He became greatly angered 
when questioned on this point 
by Herman Willer, a Police 
Board member, at a hearing on 
the missing ransom and refused 
to answer. 

However, Shoulders, who has 
submitted his resignation be- 
cause of the departmental in- 
quiry, told the grand jury that 
Costello called him by telephone 
at the Newstead avenue station 
about 10 minutes after Hager, 
the Post-Dispatch was informed. 

Costello, a close friend of 
Shoulders for many years, also 
was called as a witness in the 
police inquiry and was interro- 
gated for three hours Oct. 22. 
His appearances before the 
grand jury were on Oct. 29 and 
Nov. 5.

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St. Louis Asks Only for Right 
To Work Out Own Salvation, 
The Issue Is Progress or Decay 


Mayor Declares Only General Assembly Can 
Give Necessary Authority and It Can Act 
Only on Call of Gov. Donnelly—$666,600 a 


Month Lost if Request Is Not Granted.

ECISIONS to be made in Jefferson City within the next 122 days will 
determine whether St. Louis will be permitted to rebuild its community 
strength and keep pace with progressive American cities, or forced to 
accept an uncertain future of continued decline, It is essentially a question 


of progress or decay. 


On April 1, 1954—about four months from today—the city’s authority to 


levy the earnings tax is scheduled to expire. 


This tax, which is now bringing 


in $8,000,000 a year, or a sixth of all our municipal revenues, has enabled our 
city government to operate on a balanced budget for the first time in many 


years. 
and municipal bankruptcy. 

Loss of this revenue would have the 
same disastrous effect on our community 
as it would on a household which sud- 
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Louis lies in the hands of the Governor. 
He alone has the power te summon 
the State Legislature into special ses- 
sion to consider the needs of Missouri’s 
largest city. 
Once a special session has been called, 
St. Louis is dependent on decisions by the 


Missouri Senate and House of Represen- 


tatives to approve the necessary enabling 
legislation giving us the right to continue 
this community welfare tax. 

Because the Legislature is not in session 
at this time, a special session is of the 
utmost importance. St. Louis can not 
financially afford to wait until the next 
regular session of the General Assembly 
in January, 1955, to have its pressing 
financial problems considered. Every 
month that St. Louis is without this tax 
after next April 1, the city will lose $666,- 
600 in essential operating revenues. 


Not a New Additional Tax. 


I would like to emphasize that we are 
not asking for a new additional tax, nor 
for a handout from the state. We are 
asking only for the right to retain this 
present source of operating income. 


Although the revenue received from 
the earnings tax is considerable, it does 
not place an undue burden on those who 
have to pay it. The base of the tax is so 
broad that the amount levied on an in- 
dividual or business firm is relatively 
small. For instance, a man earning $4800 
a year pays a tax of $24, or less than, 50 
cents a week. - 

Actually, this tax has been deducted 
from the pay checks of persons working 
in St. Louis during four of the lgst six 
years. Many persons do not realize this. 
Recently, a man told me that he favored 
the tax and hhad no objection to its being 
deducted from his pay. He expressed com- 
plete surprise when I told him that the 
deduction was being made at this time.

Only limited taxing powers were granted 
to the city under the 1914 charter. Those 
powers were sufficient to take care of the 
needs of the people then, but as times 
changed so did the needs and demands of 
our citizens. 


Problem of Providing Services. 


Within the last decade three Mayors, 
Republican and Democratic, have been 
faced with the seemingl? insurmountable 
problem of providing the services expected 
by the residents of a large metropolitan 
center and at the same time finding the 
means of paying for them under taxing 
powers enacted 39 years ago. 

Several citizen committees, representing 
all elements of our community life, have 
made searching studies of our govern- 
mental operations and financial problems. 
Independent experts in the field of mu- 
nicipal finance have been called in. Each 
arrived at the same conclusions—that the 
city is being operated as efficiently and 
more economically than other comparable 
cities, and that the earnings tax is the 
most fair and equitable method of provid- 
ing the income necessary to maintain es- 
sential services under a sound fiscal policy. 


I also am asked if there is not. some 
other means of raising revenue, possibly 
by levying other types of taxes. 

_ Frankly, there is no other practical solu- 
tion. 

It has been suggested that real estate 
taxes or possibly property assessments be 
increased, This tax rate can not be ad- 
vanced because St. Louis levies the maxi- 
mum permitted by the State Constitution. 
Our real estate assessments are now the 
highest in the state. 

We are now collecting $16,000,000 a year 
in real estate taxes. If we were to replace 
the $8,000,000-a-year earnings tax reve- 
nues with additional property taxes, we 
would be compelled to arbitrarily increase 
the assessments 50 per cent. 

We would only be defeating our own 
efforts if this were done. Instead of solv- 
ing the city’s fiscal problem, we woflld be 
creating new ones. Such a policy would 
discourage. home ownership in St. Louis, 
thus destroying one of the most important 
foundations for strong community life. It 
also would encourage business to move 
from the city, and would make it impos- 
sible to attract new industries to our com- 
munity. 

There have been suggestions that the 
city levy new “nuisance” or license taxes. 
St. Louis now levies taxes on all objects 
of taxation permitted under our City Char- 
ter. There are a few taxes of this type that 
St. Louis could add to the list if the Leg- 
islature granted us that authority, but the 
receipts would only be a fraction of the 
total amount needed. 

It would take 100 new tax laws, levying 
100 different “nuisance” or license taxes 
accounting for $80,000 each, to offset the 
$8,000,000 now obtained annually from the 
earnings tax. 

Why must St. Louis be permitted to re- 
tain this community welfare tax on earn- 
ings? Why is it that the city can no longer 
operate on the income from the old, tra- 
ditional forms of municipal taxation?

costs of materials and supplies and. gen- 
eral operating expenses have advanced. 
Income from the usual forms of taxation 
failed to keep pace, and now have fallen 
behind to a point where the earnings tax 
must be continued on a permanent basis as 
a major source of operating income. 


I think it is important to note what 
has been happening te the tax dollar in 
the last 20 years. In 1932, cities received 
about 55 cents out of every dollar paid 
in taxes, and the Federal Government 
22 cents. By 1952, the Federal Govern- 
ment was taking 76 cents of the tax dol- 
lar, and ae Oy ee Feceiting ely 
12 cents.

St. Louis is also the ‘hub of the nation’s 


carry the full load of paying for benefits 
enjoyed by the metropolitan community as 
a whole. 

In 1920, St. Louis had a population of 
772,000 and the metropolitan area 1,071,000. 
By 1950, the population of St. Louis in- 
creased‘about 10 per cent to 856,000, while 
the metropolitan area grew more than 60 
per cent to 1,681,000. 

The earnings tax is levied on the income 
of all St. Louisans, regardless of where it 
is earned. It is also levied on income 
earned in the city. by non-residents.. Out 
of the $8,000,000 it is. estimated we will 
receive from the levy this year, less than 
$2,500,000 will be paid. by non-residents. 

I am.confident that a large majority of 
our non-resident taxpayers have no ob- 
jection to contributing this nominal tax 
to help pay in part for the many benefits 
they receive. They spend more than a 
third of their time in the city earning 
their livelihoods, and realize that their 
daily presence in St. Louis makes the 
city government ‘more expensive. 

While in the city, they are given police 
and fire protection. Emergency hospital 
service is available. The food they eat 
and the elevators they ride are regularly 
inspected at city expense. They use city 
streets, and traffic control personnel and 
equipment are provided to make their trips 
to and from the city as safe as possible. 

But St. Louis Is not only the economic 
center of the metropolitan area. It also 
furnishes the major cultural, recreational 
and entertainment facilities for the entire 
community. Enjoyment of our Art Mu- 
seum, our Zoo and our parks is not re-

For. $100,000,000 Bond. Issue. 

If we are permitted to put our financial 
house in order through centinuation of 
the earning tax, we will request the people 
of St. Louis to authorize the issuance of a 
large bond issue. These bonds, probably 
$100,000,000 worth, will provide those pub- 
lic improvements that will result in better 
living in a better city. And it will make 
the suburbanite’s working and leisure 
hours in St. Louis more pleasant.- 


Much of our governmental expense re- 
sults from the frequently overlooked fact 
that St. Louis is organized as both a city 
and a county. This dual governmental 
structure means that the citizens of St. 
Louis must carry burdens not normally 
found in other municipalities. 


These county offices are largely under 
state control. They include the offices of 
Sheriff, Coroner, Recorder of Deeds, 
Treasurer, Collector, Public Administrator 
and clerks of the state courts. Even our 
Police Department is under state control. 

The number of employes that may be 
hired in these offices, and the salaries 
they must be paid, are fixed by state stat- 
ues. The city itself has absolutely no 
budgetary control over these matters. 

It is now. costing about $14,000,000 a 
year to maintain these offices. Under the 
State Constitution, we are permitted to 
levy a tax of 35 cents on the $100 assessed 
valuation to support these functions. That 
tax brings in only about $4,900,000 a year, 
leaving a deficit of about $9,100,000 that 
we must make up out of ordinary munic- 
ipal revenues. 

I have been asked frequently why St. 
Louis does not attempt to obtdin earnings 
tax authority through an amendment to

Facts—Not Distortions 


When he was president of Columbia Univer- 
sity, Dwight D. Eisenhower formulated a plan 
which he called by the significant title of “the 
American Assembly.” Under the assembly idea, 
80 outstanding citizens gathered near Arden, 
N.Y., in May 1951, to discuss difficult problems 
of the day. 

The assembly met in a large country house, 
donated to Columbia University by W. Averell 
Harriman, as a permanent home for such ses- 
sions and dedicated to “freedom of thought and 
expression.” The first session attracted such no- 
table persons as the late Senator Taft of Ohio, 
Senator Douglas of Illinois and Lewis W. Doug- 
las, former Ambassador to Great Britain. David 
R. Calhoun Jr., president of the St, Louis Union 
Trust Co., went from St. Louis to participate in 
a discussion of relations between the United 
States and Western Europe. 

Mr. Eisenhower properly saw great value in 
conference groups consisting of representatives 
of business, labor, government, political organi- 
zations and the professions. He felt that this was 
the way to get at a clear understanding of the 
facts underlying complex current problems. 

, If the President will review the suggestion 
that he name a distinguished commission to ih- 
vestigate and evaluate Communist infiltration 
and the extent of the harm done, he will see, 
we are confident, that this would be a high-level 
application of his “American assembly” idea. He 
will see, we believe, the kinship with the forum 
which he himself launched at Columbia Uni- 
versity.

We are gratified by the response of our 
readers to the proposal that a presidential com- 
mission probe the espionage issue to the bottom. 
Not a single letter opposing the plan has been 
received. Every ietter on the subject has been 
favorable. We printed a column of these letters 
last Tuesday, following our editorial last Sunday 
which took the form of an open’letter to the 
President. 

One reader of the Post-Dispatch asks for the 
origin of the idea of a commission to lift the 
Communist intrigue issue out of the arena of 
partisan politics and personal ambitions. We are 
glad to comply with this request. 

Our first editorial urging such a commission 
appeared June 26, 1949, under the title, “Amer- 
ica’s Grave Need.” It was accompanied by a 
Fitzpatrick cartoon, “Reckless Winds,” which 
showed conflicting currents in the sky, “Red,” 
“Traitor,” “Disloyal,” “Spy.” 

That was some eight months before Senator 
McCarthy launched his attack on the State De- 
partment as a haven of disloyal persons. Indeed 
at that time the name of McCarthy was still 
practically unknown. But the need for such a 
commission already existed when we urged Mr. 
Truman, then President, to name a group of dis- 
tinguished citizens to hunt out the facts and tell 
them to the country. It was our belief that the 
matter was too serious to be left in the hands of 
Democratic headline hunters such as McCarran 


of Nevada.

‘We renewed the appeal .May 23, 1950, and 


commended The Washington Post on its major 


editorial of a few days earlier urging the com- 
mission idea as the means of getting at the 
truth, whatever it might be, behind McCarthy's 
sensational charges about the State Depart- 
ment. Subsequently Mr. Truman appointed the 
Nimitz Commission, but Senator McCarran suc- 
ceeded in blocking legislation to enable it to 
function, and its members resigned. 

Last Jan. 26—a week after President Eisen- 
hower’s inauguration—we renewed the proposal 
for a commission. We said that it offered the 
one best means for handling the problem of es- 
pionage. without turning it into a partisan carni- 
val, after the McCarthy pattern. The latest re- 
newal of the proposal was a week ago today. 
Since then, Senatdr McCarthy’s radio-TV speech 
and the Jenner committee’s disruption of Can- 
adian-U.S. relations in the Gouzenko affair have 
re-emphasized the need for a new approach, 

In his offthe-cuff talk at the fortieth anniver- 
sary dinner of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B'rith, the President spoke movingly about 
“the right of every American to meet his accuser 
face to face.” He can act in the spirit of that 
basic right by lifting the Communist inquiry to 
a level so high that it will command the respect 
of all citizens who want to know the full facts 
free of the deliberate distortions of McCarthyism. 
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Seven More Days of Van Gogh 


The Van Gogh exhibition at the City Art 
Museum will close one week from today. Any- 
body who has not yet seen it is missing a rare ex- 
perience. Van Gogh's artistic life was a short 
one, but within a few years his genius burst 
forth with the vigor and turbulence of an un- 
dammed stream. The record of.this artistic 
eruption, in all its color, texture, intensity and 
perception, is there on the walls of the Art 
Museum for all to see. During the remaining 
seven days of the exhibition, the doors will be 
open from 10 a.m. to 9:30 p.m. Visitors will 
find an hour at the Museum this week one of 
the most rewarding they could spend. 
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The Deep Secrets of the Heart 

Since now as always men pause to speak well 
of the recently dead, we shall be hearing a great 
deal in the next week or two about Eugene 
O’Neill. His distinctions—three Pulitzer prizes 
and the Nobel award—will be polished up and 
displayed on black samite, And producers will 
be eager to mount his three last plays—one of 


which, however, is not to be performed for 25 ° 


years. “Long Day’s Journey Into the Night’ 
it is called, and there wil] be the most curiosity 
about this one. 

But these unperformed plays will add only 
a footnote to O'Neill's reputation. That was well 
made with “Mourning Becomes Electra,” “De- 
sire Under the Elms,” “Anna Christie,” “The 
Emperor Jones” and a score more. Their 
melancholy, tragic turn will be much discussed. 

But one’ point can be made at once about this 
greatest of American dramatists. It is a point 
made before by Edmund Wilson and Walter 
Pritchard Eaton: that O’Neill did not write so 
very well unless he was writing in the vernacu- 
lar, in slang. 

When he tried hardest to be like the Greeks 
in the back of his mind, he slipped farthest 
from true eloquence. The closing apostrophe 
of “Strange Interlude” is an example: “Strange 
interlude! Yes, our lives are merely strange, 
dark interludes in the electrical display of God 
the Father!” Nobody will add that to the 
touchstones of great prose. 

Even his polished drawing-room conversation 
is on the dull side. But let him draw talk from 
the mouths of sailors, or West Indian Negroes or 
even fancy people come to a boat race with 
bottles of whisky and pangs of conscience, then 


the words begin to flow—the genuine unpolished 


language that comes from the tongue and not 
the typewriter. It may not lend itself to deco- 
rative but it is real. 

This gift for the inelegance of ordinary 
speech is not without its significance, In a time 
of preoccupation with problems and theories— 
economic, social, esthetic—O'Neill was preoccu- 
pied with people and with the secrets of their 
hearts. And while problems are solved or 
pushed aside by other problems, the middle of 
the stage is always for people and for the se- 
crets deep in their hearts. 
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‘Something in Cigarette Smoke’ 


This shows tlichiiiedy that there is some- 
thing in cigarette smoke which can produce 
cancer, . . . Our experiments have proved 
it beyond a doubt. 

These words summarize an article in the De- 
cember issue of Cancer Research. They come 
from a scientist whom St. Louis knows well: 
Dr. Evarts A. Graham. And the facts behind 
these quiet words of warning should be known 
to the millions who smoke cigarettes and more 
especially to the few manufacturers who make 
them. 

Dr. Graham and his former pupil, Dr. Ernest 
L. Wynder, have been engaged in cancer re- 
search for some years, They began with statistics 
showing that a high proportion of men with 
lung cancer were heavy cigarette smokers. 
Statistics also show that lung cancer has quad- 
rupled among men and doubled among women 
since 1933—a period in which cigarette consump- 
tion also quadrupled. 

In 1950 Dr, Graham and Dr. Wynder published 
a study of lung cancer victims showing that 95 
per cent had long smoked cigarettes. But this 
evidence was not enough. So the two doctors 
and Miss Adele Croninger, research assistant, 
began a laboratory experiment. 

Using a machine which rapidly “smoked” 
cigarettes, they collected the tar residue and 
painted it on the skins of mice. The results were 
that 44 per cent of the mice developed cancer of 
the skin. 

This gives what Dr. Graham calls “positive 
evidence” that “something” in cigarette smoke 
can cause cancer. The question is what that 
“something” is. Time magazine reports that 45 
substances have been identified in tobacco tar. 
Some 15 have been “acquitted” of causing can- 
cer, and Time reports one of these was nicotine, 
which can cause harm in a different way. 

Few of the realistic research scientists expect 
the American smoker to give up cigarettes, even 
on the basis of alarming disclosures. ._ The 
hope is that something can be done to make 
cigarettes less harmful. That hope was stated by 
Dr, Cornelius P. Rhoads of New York’s Memorial 
Center for Cancer and Allied Diseases: 


The underlying medical question is set- 
tled. But as so often happens, we now have 
a new problem with social implications—how 
to organize and pay for the research which 
will show us how to remove the mouse-can- 
cer agent from tobacco or render it inert. 


Repeatedly, eminent physicians both here and 


in Europe have urged cigarette manufacturers 


themselves to help finance the necessary re- 
search. It is to their advantage to improve their 
product. It should be a welcome responsibility 
to make cigarettes safer for the consumer. 

Until the tobacco industry acts, the scientific 
findings are bound to begin seeping out to the 
smoker. Not all the millions spent on advertising 
meant to show that cigarettes are medically-ap- 
proved or safe will make them safe. 

At this point it is clearly wiser for the cigar- 
ette industry to help solve the medical problem 
than to let its product become a public health 
problem. 
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Mr. Brownell’s At Stand 

Meeting an explosive issue head-on, the Eisen- 
hower Administration has offered the Supreme 
Court a clear and courageous statement on racial 
segregation in public schools. In brief, the Ad- 
ministration is against such segregation. 

One measure of the complexity of this problem 
came from the high court itself in its last term, 
when it deferred a decision on five segregation 
cases. The court set rearguments for next month 
and asked a series of questions of the states in- 
volved and of the Justice Department. Attorney 
General Brownell has now supplied a most defi- 
nite answer. 

His brief says that, while Congress may not 
have had schools particularly in mind in passing 
the Fourteenth Amendment, Congress did intend 
to prohibit use of law to enforce racial dis- 
crimination and segregation. Therefore the 
Attorney General concludes that the Supreme 
Court has power to declare publie school segrega- 
tion unconstitutional, and should do so. 

Aside from all the other questions raised by 
changing fixed educational patterns in some 
states, Mr. Brownell and the President himself 
were well aware of the political issues. The 
blunt argument to the Supreme Court will not 
make it easier for the Republicans to build their 
party in the South. The reaction there against 
Mr. Brownell’s action could be anticipated and 
was immediate. 

The Justice Department statement is, however, 
in keeping with President Eisenhower’s pledges 
in behalf of equal opportunity for all citizens. 
The fact that these pledges are not easy to keep 
makes the Administration’s honesty in the public 
school case more deserving of public respect. 
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The Big New Mexico Puzzle 


More than a year has passed since Gen. Pat- 
rick J. Hurley issued his first charge that he 
was robbed of election in the 1952 senatorial race 
in New Mexico. In the long interval, the Senate 
agreed to an investigation and a subcommittee, 
consisting of Barrett of Wyoming, Potter of 
Michigan and Hennings of Missouri, was ap- 
pointed to get the facts. At the subcommittee’s 
direction a small army of investigators went to 
New Mexico. They covered the state from one 
corner to the other. They interrogated everybody 
and his brother. They spent seven months and 
more than $100,000. 

Still there is no official report, Unofficial in- 
formation indicates that nothing of importance 
was found in the way of fraud. There were some 


irregularities with respect to the location of vot- 


ing booths. There was some confusion between 
ink and pencil markings. But none of the offenses 
represented any intent to distort the election. 
After 57,000 votes had been recounted, the 
change in ballots totaled only 106, so The Wash- 
ington Post says. From one source comes word 
that Gen. Hurley actually lost votes on their re- 
count to Senater Dennis Chavez, who was de- 
clared the winner last November. 

The country is entitled to the full facts about 
the New Mexico recount investigation. Was a 
lot of money unnecessarily spent? Were people 
in New Mexico unnecessarily badgered by offi- 
cious inquisitors? Surely enough time has passed 
for Senator Barrett, who is chairman of the 
subcommittee, to complete his report. Just what 
does it show? And just how much did it cost? 
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THE HIGH ROAD AND THE LOW ROAD 
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McCarthy —Candidate or Issue?

It must have made many wince to 
hear Senator McCarthy charge that 
the Eisenhower Administration “has 
batted zero—struck out” in some cases 
in which individuals branded by Me- 
Carthy have not been removed from 
government service. This, and his dis- 
agreement with President Eisenhower's 
hope that the issue of Communists in 
government will be wiped out before 
the 1954 é¢ampaign, was a double bar- 
reled assault on his party’s leadership. 

Thus did McCarthy attempt to steal 
the limelight in the White case, move 
to usurp his party’s top political role 
and threaten his own party if it does not 
knuckle under to his cesires. 

The rest of McCarthy’s nation-wide 
television and radio appearance was a 
new cutting of a tired, old record. It 
was a string of distortions of fact, dif- 
fusive attacks on the Korean war, our 
Allies and “the low ebb to which our 
honor has sunk” in the world, and quo- 
tations wrenched from context. All of 
this McCarthy did on time he mooched 
from the nation’s networks. 

Perhaps McCarthy is right. Perhaps 
he will be the issue in 1954—his meth- 
ods, his techniques, his distortions of 
truth and assassination of character. 
And nowhere must he be a greater issue 
than in his own party, where President 
Eisenhower has repeatedly condemned 
the whole menace that has come to be 
known as McCarthyism.

He 
is now doing it, by indirection, again.

He seemed to huddle in his 
chair as he talked, and to be- 
come colder as the afternoon 
turned into evening. He moved 
closer to the reporter, who was 
snug in a thick Army parka, and 
frequently tapped his knee to 
emphasize a point. 

Bowed to Allies’ Wishes. 


“You see.” Pyun continued, 
“we originally refused to accept 
the armistice because we could 
not believe that if force would 
not bring about an agreement, 
talk would. But all our allies 
wanted to solve the unification 
problem through peaceful 
means. 

“Now our theory is that if 
the negotiations produce a uni- 
fication formula to which the 
Communists can agree, then that 
formula will be doubtful unless 
the Communists are fools. If 
the Communists refuse to agree, 
it simply means failure. There 
is nothing to give us much com- 


fort. 

“We do think the Communists 
will give in and that a political 
conference will be held, as the 


armistice provides. They do not.

The aggressiveness of the So- 
viet bloc has forced the United 
States into greater immediate 
readiness for war than at any 
time in its history, This requires 
the United States to maintain 
the largest armed forces in 
peace in its history. It is the 
requirement of readiness also 
that has induced it to station 
almost 900,000 men overseas. 


The foreign policy of the 
United States to unite for collec- 
tive defense with the Free World 
in readiness to repel Soviet ag- 
gression is responsible for pos- 
sibly half of our military ex- 
penditures. This shows how 
foreign and military policy are 
related to each other. 

It is in this combined field 
that national planning is weak- 
est. The National Security. Coun- 
cil, now considerably strength- 
ened, has in the past given little 
guidance to the military plan- 
ners.

Not only: has the cost per man 
‘in unform increased tenfold. but

fore. For the first time, in 
| World War 1, armies stretched 
in a continuous: line across 


to the sea. Always in the past 
armies had occupied small sec- 
tors of the national frontier and 
maneuvered against each other 
like chess players. 

It was not the machine gun 
that created the continuous lines 
and entrenchments then, as was 
erroneously deduced, but the 
ability of railroad and truck to 
supply the numbers needed to 
man the continuous line. 

In those days the United 
States was adequately defended 
by a small navy in readiness and 
about 14,000 -harbor defense 
troops in readiness to defend the 
coast line. 

Today the airplane has ex- 
tended the nature of war further 
so that not only must a national 
boundary be defended, but the 
whole surface must be protected 
from air attack. The magnitude 
of the effort required is such . 
that no nation can establish a 
perfect defense. It has always 
been difficult to defend even a 
national frontier, just a line; it 
‘is impossible to defend the 
|whole surface by defense. But: 
the price of national survival is 
_to construct the best defense ec- 
onomically and militarily pos- 
sible. 

Recent pronouncements in re- 
gard to the military savings pos- 
sible through the use of new 
weapons, referring to tactical 
atomic weapons undoubtedly, are 
not born out by history. New 
weapons and the results of sci- 
ence and invention applied to 
warfare have always increased 
costs. It probably will be found 
that savings that can be made 
through the use of atomic 
weapons will be more than 
counterbalanced by the increased 
cost of the defenses that must 
be kept in readiness to counter 
them. 

The range of aircraft and the 
destructiveness of the air-atomic 
combination requires the Unit 
States for the first time in xs 
history to maintain great defen- 
sive forces in readiness on its 
|home territory. This readiness 
‘always will be required of air 
| defense forces, as it has been 
in the past of naval and harbor 
defense forces. The new weap- 
ons will require continuing high- 
er military expenditures as long 
as a powerful, hostile and ag- 
gressive enemy threatens.

HE author of “Shake- 
T speare of London” now di-

vantage when their roots are 
imprisoned in hard-frozen soil. 
Winter is a working season for 
all types of evergreens, and even 
though deciduous trees and 
shrubs may seem to be sound 
asleep, their roots may be in- 
dustriously building for the 
coming season. Roses make sur- 
prising root growth in late fall 
and early spring, and many 
ga are not truly dormant 
n the winter. Some of them 
prefer summer vacations. The

Co-operate With Nature. 


To protect plants, and at the 
same time help them take advan- 
tage of favorable winter weather, 
we should co-operate with Na- 
ture in her leaf mulching. In- 
stead of burning or hauling 
away the leaves, pile them in 
foot-deep layers around shrubs 
and evergreens. crisp, dry 
leaves of the oak are to be pre- 
ferred, and if dead grass and 
bits of brush are raked up with 
them, so much the better, for it 
makes a lighter, airier mulch. 
It is a good idea to put twiggy 
bits of brush between layers of

Boys to Lie. 

ROBABLY neta has been 

written about the 14-14 tie 

played by Iowa and Notre 
Dame, but perhaps another 
dime’s worth won't be out of 
order. One point that seems 
to have been overlooked is the 
low state to which college 
football has fallen when 
coaches of high standing in the 
profession and even some writ- 
ers of alleged dignity will de- 
fend what actually amounts to 
— as an instrument of vic- 


ry. 

That may sound like strong 
language, Vincent, but let's 
break the thing down into its 
molecular facts. The purpose 
of the extra time out is to give 
a team a chance to make a 
substitution, without a five- 
yard penalty, when a player is 
injured. The purpose is not 
to permit the team to stop the 
clock, so that an extra play 
can be run. 

When. a player who is not 
injured pretends that he has 
been hurt he is in effect tell- 
ing a lie. And the coach who 
permits one of his players to 
feign injury is condoning a 
lie. And when a coach defends 
another coach for condoning 
a lie, he is saying that it is 
all right to lle, if you can get 
away with it. 

Big Ten coaches, it devel- 
oped during the debate after 
the Iowa-Notre Dame game, 
have a gentlemen’s agreement 
that their players will not take 
advantage of the extra timeout 
rule by feigning injuries, or 


lying. 

But football has fallen to 
such a low state that during 
the debate coaches have said 
injuries frequently are feigned. 
It was even suggested that 
such feigning, such lying, was 
smart thinking. And _ that 
sounds to us like the worst 
case of contributing to adoles- 
cent delinquency that we have 
ever run across in the sports 
world. 

Undoubtedly the rule will 
be changed. It probably will 
read that during the last por- 
tion of the first and second 
halves, play may be halted for 

purpose of making a sub- 
stitution for an injured play- 
er, but that the clock will con- 
tinue to run. And that will 
not be too savory, as it will 
be an admission that coaches 
cannot be trusted to teach the 
boys in their charge to. be 
honest. 


Officials in the Clear, 
They’re Not Lie Detectors. 


MERE can be no criticism 
T of the field officials for 

taking a player's word 
when he squeals and says he 
is in pain. Jim Conzelman was 
telling about an incident in a 
game between the Chicago 
Cardinals and the Rams, then 
of Cleveland, when Jim was 
coaching the Chicago profes- 
sional team. With a few sec- 
onds of the game remaining 
one of Conzelman’s players 
went to the ground, seemingly 
injured. 

“I didn’t know whether he 
was hurt.” Jim said. “But the 
referee had his doubts, too. 
He wouldn’t call time, appar- 
ently deciding that the play- 
er was faking. But when we 
got the man off the field to 
the dressing room it was_ 
found that he had suffered a 
fractured leg. That's the other 
side of it. The officials have 
to believe the player who says 
he’s hurt.” 

We were discussing the con- 
troversy with a college coach. 
He said he didn’t discuss the 
question of feigning injuries 
with his squads. He took it for 
granted that they understood, 
what was honest and ethical. 

But did he ever run into the 
faking business on his squad? 


“Yes, a few years ago one | 


of my players, and a good one, 
stopped play late in the first 
half, saying he was in pain,” 
the coach recalled. “He 
limped off the field to our 
bench. But when we went to 
the dressing room I noticed 
he was all right. He had faked 
the injury. I didn’t play him 
the second half and he finally 
got around to wanting to know 
why. I explained that there 
were some things more im- 

rtant than winning a, foot- 
ball Bg and that one of 
these was character, integrity. 
I’ve never had any player on 
my stjuad fake an injury since 
then.”

‘Winter Can Stay

NTIL the showers of last week, the weather routine 

of the days had been much the same for a month. At 

‘sunrise there was generally’s light frost which the sun 
soon burned away. Then it warmed up steadily until mid- 
afternoon.

@ OVER THE WEEKEND, as we went at sun-up to do 
the chores, we had the unique experience of wading about 
the barniot in mud. It wasn’t very deep mud, yet enough 
to be grateful for, after watching dust blow across the 
fiéldg month after month. Twe gentle rains which fell 
throughout mest of two nights must have brought a full 
inch of precipitation; a proverbial drop in the bucket com- 
pared with what we need to restore the depleted water- 
table, but more than we've seen at one time since early 
spring. It dried up enough between the showers, however, 
for some “foreign” sqdirre] hunter to set a den tree afire 
en Buford Mountain and start a fotest fire that kept a 
dozen of us hard at work for eight hours on Saturday 
to extinguish.

The blaze began in a grove of pines where the 
needles on the forest floor were six inches deep, 
and old resin-filled pine knots lay strewn about. 
Worse than that, it was on the roughest slope on 
the mountain which is covered with jagged granite 
boulders of every size and shape. We fought the 
fire from mid-morning until dark when it was 
under control; and the rain which started later 
that evening finished the job.

@. ON BOTH MORNINGS after the showers, the clouds 
started to break away at sunrise and a wind came out of 
the southwest to scatter the last brown leaves from the 
trees. As we ate breakfast, the cattle came up single file 
out of the woods on the bluff where they'd spent the night 
under the cedars, and the young calves clustered in the lee 
of the barn. We've never seen their coats grow so thick 
and woolly, which old cattlemen say is a sure sign of a hard 
winter coming. But as far as we're concerned, winter can 
stay as mild as it likes. Entirely aside from joints that 
creak in the cold and bones which ache on every frosty 
morning, there is the matter of getting our herd through 
until grass next spring. Mild weather means*less feed to 
keep the cattle in good thrifty condition.

The round of feeding takes up a good part of 
the steadily shortening days, what with weaning 
calves in the barnlot, fattening steers in a back 

~ fleld a half-mile from the barn, and the rest of the 
herd scattered in several pastures. Yet it is work 
that we enjoy, for each day we get to know the 
eattle better, judging which are the “easy keepers” 
and which cows bring the fastest-growing and 
sturdiest calves.

@ MOREOVER, there are always things of interest to 
see as we go about the farm. One day it will be a half- 
dozen crows be-deviling a red-shouldered hawk, caught at 
low altitude and having a hard time to throw off his dive- 
bombing pursuers. Again it may be a shrike perclied on 
the phone wires, raccoon tracks in the dust of the road, the 
small holes which mark where a skunk has been prospecting 


for beetles and mice, or a red fox slipping along the edge 
of the woods. 

.. We were interested in a recent “investigation” reported 
fn the press which proved conclusively that, despite the 
high price of sirloin steak and the low price of beef on 
the hoof, no one was making too much money out of the 
beef business. The only discrepancy we céuld find was 
that the investigator used prices of 25 to 28 cents a pound 
as indicating what packers pay for beef on the hoof. The 
truth is that beef in this price range amounts to not more 
than ten per cent of what comes on the market, while the 
great majority of beef. on which the investigator bases his 
retail is bought at from 18 to 22 cents. This extra 
of six to seven cents a pound, as will be seen, 
pllows considerable profit leeway for everybody except the 
man who raises and feeds the beef.

F you've ventured around or 
beyond the rim of the St. 
Louis Metropolitan area re- 
cently, you are doubtless aware 
that the season of the turkey 
shoot is going great guns again. 
Drive out any highway, espe- 
cially south and southwest, and 
you will encounter, sometimes as 
close as every half mile or so, 


signs announcing that a turkey 
shoot is now being held, or will 
be held at that spot in the near 
future. Further evidence of the 
turkey shoot is a barricade made 
of a dozen or so bales of hay 
and, if the shoot is in session, 
the repeated roar of 12-gauge 
shotguns reverberating over the 
countryside. 


If you're a turkey shooter 
yourself, what is about to follow 
will not come under the head of 
enlightenment. But if you’re not 
a turkey shooter and have won- 
dered from time to time, as I 
did, what it is all about, then 
come along and learn about it 
the way I did last Sunday, which 
might be called, since it was 
the last week before Thanksgiv- 
ing, the peak Sunday of the 


shortly before Christmas, when — 


a choice turkey again becomes a 
highly desirable item. 

To begin with, although they're 
called turkey shoots, no one 
actually shoots at a turkey. As 
a matter of fact the turkeys are 
rather bored spectators, what 
there are of them. There are 
a few live birds for those who 
want them, but most of the tur- 
xeys taken in turkey shoots now- 
adays have. been cleaned and 
frozen and wrapped in cello- 
phane and then boxed, and to- 
day’s lucky marksman, unlike 
his forefathers, takes the turkey 
home in a compact package. 

His forefathers, be it known, 
actually shot at a turkey and 
if he came home with a frozen 
one, it froze as he dragged it 
through the snow. The turkey 
shoot, research reveals, is about 
as old as the country itself. In 
colonial days, it was a popular 
sport before Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, and the men from 
both town and country would 
gather in an open field to take 
part. 


In those days they used rifles 
instead of the shotguns they use 
today. Also in the old days it 
was pure skill, whereas today, 
even shooting at individual tar- 
gets, it is largely luck. At “‘pot- 
shot” targets it is all luck. 


Our forefathers tethered the 
unfortunate bird behind a stump 
or a log or perhaps a crate, and 
the shooters stood away at a 
distance of about 60 yards. The 
man whose turn it was to shoot 
took his position, and when the 
turkey, overcome by curiosity 
about the goings on, stuck his 
head up to take a look, the 
shooter blasted away at him. 
Anybody who hit a turkey got a 
turkey. 


* * * 


N later years, the turkey shoot, 
J suit a rural e, was a 

favorite with groups of farm- 
ers, who would shoot not onby 
for turkeys but for geese,ducks, 
hams and even sides of beef. 
There are rural spots even now, 
I learned from Heine Meine, 
former major league baseball 
pitcher, an old turkey shooter 
from away back, where the farm- 
ers gather to shoot for such 
things, using blocks of wood as 
targets. They mark a cross on 
it, initial it and each man tries 
to put a pellet closest to the 
spot where the lines intersect. 
- For the most part, however, 
the turkey shoot has been adapt- 
ed to a modern formula, Meine 
told me, and even at best it’s a 
game more of .chance than of 
skill. Meine has a turkey shoot 
range back of his eating and 
drinking establishment and just 


in front of his baseball field on — 


Lemay Ferry road, and his place 
just about marks the beginning 
of turkey shoot territory. From 
Lemay on out, both south, 
southwest and to some extent 
west, there are hundreds of tur- 
key shoots being held every 
Sunday. 

Just how many turkey shoots 
there are no one could say. Only 
those who are not giving them 
for charity have to buy a license. 
Only 15 licenses which cost $5.50 
each have been issued this year, 
which would indicate that nearly 
all of the turkey shoots are for 
charity.

HE shoots are given by 
T American Legion Posts, 


V.F.W. posts, neighborhood 
improvement associations, 
churches, schools, or just about 
any group or organization that 
wants to raise a little money. 
Meine’s field is booked for every 
Saturday and Sunday during the 
whole season, and most dates 
are booked for months ahead. 


The shoots range from small, 
impromptu affairs, put up on a 
vacant lot with just a sign on 
the -highway to call attention to 
it, to large and elaborate affairs 
such as those staged each year 
at High Ridge, and which is the 
big day of the year for that little 
community. 

Until this year, “Meine ex- 
plained, most of the money made 
from turkey shoots in St. Louis 
county came from the potshots. 
But since potshots, as few will 
deny, are pure chance, they have 
been declared illegal by the 
sheriff's office. Potshot cards are 
big cards about the size of a 
school tablet, and each card has 
anywhere from 20 to 30 small 
targets on it. People buy one of 
the targets, just like you buy a 
chance on a punch board. The 
price is usually 50 cefits a tar- 
get. When all the targets are 
sold (the purchaser puts his 
name and address on his target) 
the sheet is put up on the range 
and someone, anyone, fires at it 
with a shotgun at the usual dis-

tance, which is 30 feet. The tar- 
get which has a pellet nearest 
the exact center is the winner. 

Outside the St. Louis county 
sheriff's jurisdiction there are 
still a lot of potshot cards sold. 
At High Ridge, which is in Jef- 
ferson county, potshots are 
_ a big item of business. One 

man spent virtually the entire 
afternoon on a range by him- 
self blasting away at potshot 
cards. 

After he had peppered them 
with buckshot, they would be 
taken back to the judging tent 
where a committee of three 
judges would study them to se- 
lect the winner. The judges 
were equipped with powerful 


magnifying glasses and calipers, 


and in case of a close one, meas- 


urements were made down to a 
hundredth of an inch. Names 
of the winners were then post- 
ed on a big blackboard. 

he High Ridge turkey shoot, 
whieh has been an annual af- 
fair for more than 10 years now, 
attracts shooters from all over 
the area, as well as hundreds 
of spectators, who come not 
only to watch the shooting but 
also to buy targets on potshot 
cards; and to eat the excellent 
turkey dinner which the women 
of St. Anthony’s church pre- 
pare. This too is an annual af- 
fair and for $1.50 visitors got 
a big dinner complete with des- 
sert and coffee, served cafe- 
teria style in the church base- 
ment. 


* * * 


HE shooting usually gets 

started about noon, with par- 

ticipants under a big tent, 
erected on the church lawn for 
the occasion. There are coun- 
ters facing the targets, which 
are 30 yards down the church 
lawn, in front of the usual bar- 
ricade of hay bales. 

Shooting is done in groups, 
or series, with 16 shooting in a 
series. The one who gets a 
bull’s-eye, or comes closest, gets 
the turkey. It costs $1, usually, 
to shoot, and the promoters fur- 
nish the shells. At most shoots 
they also have extra shotguns on 
hand in case a spectator who 
didn’t come armed decides he 
wants to get into the game.

“Next series, here we go,” he 
will call out, “Number one, here 
we go,” and the man with the 
lowest numbered ticket steps up 
to shoot. Down at the target a 
couple of men behind the hay 
bales fasten this man’s target on 
one of the four arms of a huge 

cross and swing it out where it 
is in view. The target is num- 
bered. The shooter has the stub 
with the same member on it in 
his pocket. That way there can 
be no confusion. He blasts away 
at his target and steps back, and 
the next shooter steps up. 

At the same time sellers of 
space on potshot cards circulate 
through the crowd, yelling, “All 
right, I got five more to go for 
a pot shot, 50 cents a target, 
five more to go, get your pot- 
shots.” And so it goes, all Sun- 
day afternoon.

OME men spend the whole 

afternoon at one shoot, while 

others go from one to another 
to try their luck. Driving along 
the highway, they come to a 
“en, as we did, which says “Tur- 

key Shoot” and they add their 
car. to the others lining the high- 
way and look the situation over. 

One shoot at which we stopped 
was a smallish affair ~ being 

staged by the Gardenville Fam- 
fly y'Clake It was the club’s sec- 
ond venture into the business 
and obviously successful. About 
a hundred shooters and specta- 
tors were gathered in the open 
field by the highway. Here two 
club members were concealed 
behind wooden barricades from 
where they changed the targets 
on the four arms of a cross laid 
flat. From a truck some of the 
wives of the members of the 
club were doing a brisk business 
in coffee and hot dogs. At this 
shoot they were only charging 
75 cents a shot, so business was 
good. 

“Be sure and say we're going 
to have another one the week 
before Christmas,” they urged. 
As at many small shoots, they 
weren't bothering with live tur- 
keys, just frozen and boxed 
birds. 


A typical American Legion 
— was, being held by Post 
at 9305 South Broadway. 
ee crowd wasn’t large but it 
was steady, mainly because the 
promoters included only 12 
shooters in a series, which gave 
better odds. Some of the shoots, 
in order to draw business, offer 
something unusual in the way of 
food. A feature at this Legion 
post’s shoots is “spannfaege!,” 
or ‘whole roast pig. Roast pig 
sandwiches cost 50 cents, and 
with a bottle of 3.2 beer, which 
is obtainable at nearly all the 
shoots, it makes a splendid re- 
past on a brisk afternoon. 


Some of the shoots advertise 
free food, such as mulligan stew, 
sandwiches or, as in the case of 
the St. Francis of Assisi Church, 
which puts on one of the biggest 
turkey shoots in the area, free 
oxtail soup to everyone, partici- 
pants and spectators alike.

HE St. Francis shoot is a tra- 
dition in South St. Louis. 


This year’s shoot was their 
twenty-sixth annual affair. They 
moved out to Telegraph road 
just across the Meramec river 
so they could have potshot 
cards, and erected a tent almost 
as big as a circus tent. Hun- 
dreds of people milled about, 
eating soup and hot dogs and 
watching the shooters. 

There were so many shooters 
at this one that four ranges were 
in operation all the time, with 
lines of men with shotguns at 
each one waiting their turn. To 
avoid delays in deciding the win- 
ner after each series, they had 
rigged up pulleys at each range 
whereby the targets were brought 
back to the shooting position as 
soon as they had been hit, and 
by the time the last man in a 
series had shot the targets were 
all in and the judging could be 
finished immediately and the 
turkeys awarded. At each range 
men with microphones called 
out the number of the next 
shooter to keep the lines moving. 


The number of turkeys won 
depends, of course, on how big 
a shoot it is. Some of the smaller 
ones may dispose of from 50 to 
75 turkeys in an afternoon, A 
vig one, like the St. Francis 

shoot, runs as high as 400 tur- 
keys. Figuring a series of 15 
shots to each turkey, that means 
some 6000 shells fired at that 
one shoot alone.

new car. His wife, their 10 chil- 
dren and Clarence’s mother 
were excited. Next day they 
took their first ride. 

On this maiden excursion 
were Mr. and. Mrs. Matlock, five 
of their children, Matlock’s 
mother and two of her sisters 
..» 10 in all. It was really a 
car full. 

This first jaunt was their last. 
As they purred along on the 
open road, a driver passing an 
oncoming car on a blind curve 
came roaring around on their 
side of the road and smashed 
into them, head on, All ten in 
the Matlock car were killed. 

As so often happens, the man 
who broke the rules was un- 
scathed. And when the Jersey 
State troopers finished checking 
on him, they found that he had 
made a habit of driving illeg- 
ally. Six months earlier he had 
caused another accident by pass- 
ing on a blind curve, and li- 
cense had been revoked. 

It’s cold comfort to know that 
this man was sentenced to two 
and one-half years in prison. 
But even if he’d gone to jail for 
life, that would not bring back

AR too many drivers—espe- 

cially among the younger set 

who boast of being able to 
“stop on a dime”’—forget one 
basic fact: 

When the chips (and the 
brake pedal) are down, the only 
margin between us and disaster 
are four pieces of rubber about 
the size of a man’s shoe sole: 
that portion of the tires touch- 
ing the pavement when the 
wheels lock. 

Despite this, we abuse our 
tires so flagrantly that the aver- 
age driver wastes 20 per cent 
of their life through plain neg- 
lect. Which is equivalent to 
throwing away the spare on a 
new car. 

These shorten the life of a 


e: 

Habitual under-inflation. Im- 
proper wheel balance. Mis-align- 
ment of front wheels. Cowboy 
stops and starts. Continual. use 
of overdrive in areas where fre- 
quent and sudden braking is to 
be expected. 

Those practices also actually 
pee] off the safety factor of 
good treads, thus inviting skids. 
And skids kill seven times as 
many people as the dreaded 
blowout. 

Even the blowout has long 
since ceased to be an “act of 


God.” It doesn’t happen sudden- 
ely, as most people think: it be- 
gan to happen a thousand miles 
ago, more or less, when you 
rammed your soft tire into a 
curb—or slammed through a 
chuck-hole at high speed — and 
caused a fabric break which be- 
gan to nag and nag at the tube 
until it blew its top. 
’*~ * * 

HEN capricious old Mother 
Nature decorates the pave- 
ment with mud, rain, snow 

or ice, only the nit-wits will con- 
tinue to drive at dry pavement 
speeds. These are the same nit- 
wits who claim that chains are no 
good on ice, because they merely 

“give you a sleigh ride.” 

There's only one way to drive 
in bad weather: slower than 
usual. 

There’s only one way to drive 
with chains on: just as carefully 
as if you didn’t have them on. 

Plenty of cars skid even in 
dry weather under forceful brak- 
ing simply because the “horse- 
power” of the four tires varies. 
Hence, even if your brakes are 
equalized, your tires aren't — 
and it’s the tire that stop the 
car. This can be caused by un- 
even tread wear (failure to ro- 
tate wheels every 5000 miles); 
wheels out of balance; uneven 
inflations; - misalignment, etc. 
Such faults may involve loose 
bolts or lugs; bent rims or wheel 
flanges; too much play in the 
wheels; improper caster and 
camber. 

The best preventive of these 
troubles, and the grief they 
breed, is to have your tires ex- 
amined about every 4000 or 
5000 miles. The specialists in 
tires take them off and look 
inside. They will look at your 
rims, drums, steering assembly, 
and whatnot. Trying to tell 
them that you never drive on 
soft tires when you do is like 
going to the dentist with a 
jumping toothache and swearing 
that you have no cavities. 

The purpose of this “physical 
check-up” is to spot trouble 
before it starts. Not only will 
it prolong the life of your tires 
—it will prolong the’ lives of 
those who ride on them. For 
when the emergency pops up, the 
margin between you and the 
morgue may be a piece of rub- 
ber no thicker than the sole of 
you shoe. 

Take care of it.

TRANGELY blocking the 
S end of a gloomy first-floor 

corridor in St. James’s Pal- 
ace in the heart of London is @ 
cupboard of unusual depth. 
Stacked as it is with dusty old 
documents, few palace people 
ever notice the peculiar brick 
wall that forms itg back.

THE QUEEN could seldom 
bear to speak of her ‘wicked un- 
cle.’ As fifth son of George III, 
the Duke of Cumberland was 
close to the Throne but his 
would-be biographers were con- 
fronted for years with discon- 
certing official secrecy. The 
Duke died in 1851 as the King of 
Hanover, where he had reigned 
wisely and well. Yet here in

ran rife about the Duke’s strange 
friendship for Joseph Sellis, his 
Corsican valet, not to mention 
his English valet, Tom Neale.

If Sellis was the would-be mur- 
derer, he had already left his 
weapon behind, The wait in the 
closet indicated premeditation. 
And yet Sellis’s last words to 
his wife earlier that evening 
had been, “Be sure and roast 
that piece of veal tomorrow,” 
hardly the words of a person 
setting out to commit a des-

out retiring, the jury 
brought a verdict of suicide 
against Sellis. They saw nothing 
extraordinary in the fact that, 
although a suicide might nor- 
mally bare his neck, the valet’s 
neckcloth had been cut through 
by the razor. Again, what was 
the motive of the ghastly saber 
attack upon the Duke?

WHATEVER THE VERDICT, 
the evil shadow of the Sellis case 
dogged the Duke throughout his 
life. It was insinuated that the 
razor and basin had.been placed 
near the corpse. It was whispered 
that the valet had been killed 
to prevent a threatened expos- 
ure, Advocates and others who 
later made a host of new state- 
ments intended té create false 
impressions, in reality added 
fuel to the fire. 

In an attempt to allay im- 
proper suspicion, the Duke's 
apartments were thrown open 
to the public. For a few days, 
all London flocked to the ill- 
fated rooms.

hamlet of 8000? 


Where nothing grew before but sagebrush and 


mesquite and reptiles of the more unpleasant breeds? 


Aladdin was a lot of people. 


He was a suave hotel man 
with a eye on the golden main 
chance. He was a murderous 
mobster. He was a soft-spoken 
gent who rose to riches via 
Hollywood’s prohibition era 
gambling dives. He was a Long 
Beach tango operator, an old 
time Los Angeles cop, an Ohio 
gambler with an FBI number. 

But Aladdin’s dice and roul- 
ette wheels and slot machines 


worked swell. They’re still click- 


ing merrily. Every day this year 
$1,000,000 will be wagered across 
the green baize, into the one- 
armed bandits’ greedy gullets, 
onto the tublike crap tables. 
Seven million tourists will 
drink three times as much as the 
rest of the United States (per 
capita), leave $55,000,000 in the 
casinos (almost one-third the to- 
tal visitor-contribution to Vegas's 
unique prosperity), and live like 
Oriental potentates if they stay 
at one of the swank hotels along 
what is known as The Strip. 


Now assume you're an aver- 
age Joe from St. Louis. It's Fri- 
day evening and the red-rimmed 
sun is dipping fast behind Las 
Vegas’ playground peak, 12,000- 
foot Mt. Charleston. Your speed- 
ometer nudges 80 miles per hour, 
standard arrival clip for those- 
about-to-be-clipped. 
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OOK quick! There’s a sign 
[stuck in that sand patch on 
United States 91 that says, 


“Choice Hotel Site—$1,000,000.” .« 


You read it right. A million 
bucks for a half-mile square 
chunk of wasteland where you 
have to drill 500 feet for water 
and where the temperature hits 
120 degrees by midsummer. 

Then you park beneath the 
canopy of one of the “Big Seven” 
hotels bordering a _ two-mile 
stretch of main road into Vegas: 
Sahara, Desert Inn, Sands, Last 
Frontier, El Rancho Vegas, 
Flamingo, Thunderbird. If there’s 
a spare room, you'll get it for as 
little as $8 for you and Mrs. Joe. 
That includes free breakfast at 
4 a.m. (for all-night carousers), 
use of a regal swimming hole, 
free hors-d’-oeuvres at 5 p.m., 
and the choice of $120,000 worth 
of floor shows any evening for 
the price of a soft drink (if 
you're a bold cheapskate). 

If there isn't a spare room, it 
may be because (a) they're really 
full up or (b) they’re waiting for 
a covey of customers whose Dun

In ‘that case you can stop at 
a motel, $3, or at a downtown 
hotel, $5, where gambling even 
in Guy McAfee’s gaudy Golden 
Nugget constitutes “slumming” 
in e Strip’s eyes. That’s on 
Gifter Gulch (Fremont street), 
sacred to nickel slots, faro, and 
grizzled guys in faded levis. 

Eliminate gambling and Ve- 
gas would dry up like a sand- 
filled well. Mindful of the pre- 
Kefauver race wire struggle 
which almost erupted into a 
pitched battle when Mobster 
Bugsy Siegel was murdered in 
1947, Vegas is keeping its nose 
clean. It got another shock 


when Senator Kefauver’s in- 
quisitive sleuths pried a few 
dark secrets loose in 1950-51. 

So they’re watching their Ps 
and Qs like nice little men, be- 
cause Nevada knows one blow- 
off could blast the casinos high- 
er than the atom clouds they 
see every few weeks. 

Without gambling, Nevadans 
would have to behave like or- 
dinary mortals—and pay state, 
sales and inheritance taxes. 

But if you have a sharp eye, 
you can glimpse a lot of Vegas 
excitement. See that husky gent 
with the blueblack hair? That’s 
Nick (the Greek) Dandalos. He’s 
won and lost as much as $120,- 
000 in a two-day craps mara- 
thon.

tect, countered with the Last 
Frontier. Both were finished 
just as World War II got under- 
way. 

And The Strip was off to the 
races like Native Dancer. Next 
came the fabulous Flamingo, 
erected in 1946 when materials 
were scarce. But by cunning 
use of the fast buck, the build- 
ers, Bugsy Siegel's mob, got the 
job done. They counted their 
$5,000,000 well spent. 

Then came the Desert Inn, 
Thunderbird, and finally in a 
wild scramble for easy profits, 
Sahara and Sands last autumn. 
Now there’s a growing suspicion 
that the “saturation point” has 
been reached. Enough gam- 
bling casinos, that is, though 
the need for sleeping rooms con- 
tinues unabated. 


Downtown Vegas has its own 
Big 10 gambling parlors, paced 
by the $1,000,000 Golden Nug- 
get, pride of Guy McAfee, ex- 
Los Angeles police captain and 
early day gaming notable. He 
opened it in a wild splurge of 
publicity In 1946, which includ- 
ed free plane rides from L.A. 
for VIPs, Golden Nugget per- 
fumes and drinks on the house.

HO are the lords of Las 
W vecas’ Take a look at Wil- 

bur Clark’s Desert Inn, 200 
rooms, private 18-hole golf 
course, pool, casino and bar, for 
which Clark refused a $9,000,000 
offer last spring. Wilbur's name 
is stamped on every towel, ash- 
tray and napkin. It would seem 
to be his baby. 

But it’s not. Clark has a batch 
of interesting partners, among 
them Morris Kleinman, Moe Da- 
litz, Sam Tucker and Thomas 
McGinty. When Wilbur ran out 
of money in 1949, “these fellows 
from Cleveland came in... 
and finished the place.” 


For his 25 per cent of the 
Inn, Clark chunked in $250,000. 
The rest, upwards of $1,500,000, 
came from Messrs. Kleinman & 
Co., which seemed like a swell 
deal for the urbane Wilbur. 
Even the cash bank roll for 
initial gambling operations be- 
longed to the Clevelanders. 


And who were Kleinman & 
Co.? Kefauver Committee Coun- 
se] Rudolph Halley asked Clark 
if he knew Kleinman had served 
a three-year Federal sentence as 
kingpin of the Ohio gambling 
trade; that McGinty and Tucker 
had similar records; that Dalitz 
was an old-time bootlegger-gam- 
bler. 

As suave a hotelman as you'll 
find this side of the Waldorf, 
Clark has a colorful past him- 
self. He worked the southland 
gambling boats as a dealer in 
1932, later in Palm Springs’ 139 
Club, Hollywood’s La Boheme, 
Saratoga’s (N.Y.) Piping Rock. 

Clark sports a 5.11-karat dia- 
mond ring and a platinum-and-

Like the new and slightly 
more expensive Skira book on 
the artist, the Beechhurst Van 
Gogh volume exemplifies Andre 


“Museum Without Walls.” 
Twelve of its 46 illustrations 
are in color, and these are al- 
most all American-owned Van 
Goghs, infrequently or never 
reproduced by European firms. 

The author is Frederick S. 
Wight, who is like Malraux in 
being both novelist and art his- 
torian, so that his book blends 
readability with authority. Be- 
ing an American, Wight needs 
no translator for readers of 
English to savor his style in the 
original. 

These virtues, plus complete- 
ness within brief compass, con- 
stitute the special qualities “of 
|Mr. Wight’s book. Any author 
|writing on Van Gogh, whose 
every move and thought have 
been covered extensively by 
biographers, critics and psychia- 
trists, would find it hard to live 
up to the blurb-writer’s claim 
of “a fresh . . . interpretation.” 

Wight’s method is to rely di- 
rectly on Van Gogh’s letters for 
an integration of his life and 
work. It is true that thus the 
new book tells us how the artist 
came to create his paintings and 
what they seek to express, but

HICAGO ALREADY has begun to do 
what St. Louis plans to do. It is pur- 
suing a well-organized program to 

conserve its deteriorating middle-aged 
neighborhoods. Such a program is 
planned by St. Louis to save what a re- 
cent survey of St. Louis housing condi- 
tions designated as “blighted” areas. 

Like St. Louis, Chicago has realized 
that middle-aged neighborhoods, gradu- 
ally becoming substandard, are potential 
slums. A Chicago survey showed that 
city has 56 square miles of such areas, 
housing one out of every two Chicago- 
ans, in the city’s total 212 square miles. 
The areas, Chicago decided, “are ripe for 
physical disintegration” and the city 
“simply cannot afford to wait until they 
reach the slum state.” 

Chicago has undertaken not merely 
to prevent the disintegration, but to re 
juvenate what it calls “conservation” 
rather than “blighted” areas. It has em- 
barked on a long-range, ambitious neigh- 
borhood conservation program that goes 
far beyond any mere “clean-up, paint-up, 
fix-up” drive. It includes such things, of 
course, but it also embraces bringing to 
the older areas those qualities that the 
present residents might otherwise seek 
in newer developments or in the suburbs. 
Proposed improvements range from more 
space for play or parking, through im- 
proved city services, to new schools, ex- 
pressways, truck terminals, and stimula- 
tion of new construction. 

The program involves ever 
city government from Mayor Martin H. 
Kennelly to the building inspector or 
beat policeman; every public and private 
agency, business, religious, educational,

‘business man, property owner or tenant. 


It is at present administered by the office 
of the mayor’s Housing and Redevelop- 
ment Co-ordinator, but the roots are in 
the individual citizen. 

St. Louis plans to start its slum-pre 
vention program in two areas. Chicago 
has started with four conservation areas 
—the Southeast, West Kenwood, Lake- 
town and Normal Park—which are going 
concerns, with two more areas approved. 

The program has as an intrinsic, es- 
sential part the education of the citizenry 
in the program’s needs‘and aims. Con- 


servation areas are designated on the 
initiative of residents acting through com- 
munity organizations. They are certified 
for conservation on condition the areas 
each will provide sufficient financial syp- 
port to maintain a small staff and office 
as a clearing house for community activ- 
ities. The necessary support for areas 
already approved has been readily as- 
sured 4 civic and business groups and 
by neighborhood organizations. 

Chicago’s program is still young, 
still basically experimental with many 
problems yet unsolved, and the results 
are cumulative rather than dramatic. But 
the promise of success is already evi- 
dent. It shows in repaired, sometimes 
remodeled buildings, cleaner streets and 
alleys, vacant lots turned into play- 
grounds, and almost nightly neighbor- 
hood meetings to discuss the program 
or neighborhood needs. 


This promise of success is evident 
in a growing sense of co-operation and 
interdependence between the individual 
citizen and his municipal government. 
Emphasis is on co-operation and com- 
munity pressure, not “clamping down” 
for enforcement minimum housing 
standards or local codes and ordinances. 
“Compliance” is the key word, court ac- 
tion a last resort. 

The benefits of a conservation pro- 
gram are many and basic. For most of 
the individual buildings in the older 
areas are structurally sound, and build- 
ings and neighborhoods can have con- 
tinuing economic value. Conserving therh 
is far less costly than letting them wither 
away into slums—for slums are past re- 
demption, they can only be eliminated 
and rebuilt. 

But the middle-aged areas can, by 
adequate maintenance and improvement, 
be given a new lease on life so they can 
compete with newer neighborhoods and 
with the suburbs. ’ This, in turn, would 
arrest the decline in business and tax 
revenues, through sustaining area popu- 
lations and property values. Benefits 
would accrue to every citizen, within and 
without the conservation areas, by mak- 
ing the entire city a better place to live. 
Chicago has learned that emulation is a 
strong social force, that when one area 
makes progress, others will copy it.

PARADE finds Mike O’Brien a home—and 


Mike O'Brien looks out at Ciudad Trujillo and realizes that 
now—for the first time in years—he can sit back and relax. 


NEAREST THING to a human yo-yo is Michael Patrick 
O’Brien, 51, until recently the world’s most famous 
“man without a country.” 

Aboard a ferryboat for 10 months shuttling be- 
tween Hong Kong and Macao, O’Brien attracted 
world-wide attention. Last August he went to Rio de 
Janeiro, hoping to enter Brazil. He was turned down 
~and began sailing the Atlantic, a virtual prisoner 
aboard a French liner. 

Seeing O’Brien’s plight, PARADE’s editors decided 
to try to find him a home. Aware that he is a former 
convict, with a record of crimes committed in the 
U.S. during a knockabout youth, they felt simple 
humanity demands that any man—regardless of back- 
ground—have a homeland. 

PARADE asked the Dominican government to 
grant O’Brien a haven. This was the reply: “IT HAS 
BEEN GENERALISSIMO TRU JILLO’S POLICY TO GRANT 
ASYLUM IN THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC TO ANTI- 
COMMUNIST ELEMENTS AND TO HELP THOSE FOR- 
SAKEN BY THE WORLD ... MR. O'BRIEN WILL BE 
CORDIALLY RECEIVED IN THE DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 
CITIZENSHIP MAY BE GRANTED TO HIM IN DUE TIME.” 

PARADE arranged to have O’Brien flown from 
Rio to Ciudad Trujillo. Here’s his dramatic story.

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Dominican Republic. 
66 © YOu want to know what it feels like to be 
a man without a country, huh? Okay, I'll 
tell you. It’s like being a miserable old 
hound dog that gets kicked off every 
doorstep.” 

But Michael Patrick O’Brien, who looks and talks 
like a Hollywood tough guy, wasn't bitter. The “man 
without a country,” who had made headlines all over 
the world, was settling down to a new life here. 

Just six hours ago, he had stepped off a plane from 
Rio de Janeiro. This climaxed 134% months in which 
O’Brien had been kicked out of nine countries. For 
10 of those months he shuttled across 40 miles of 
water on a ferry between Macao and Hong Kong— 
without being allowed ashore. 

Mike grinned. Only a few hours of freedom had 
worked magic with his haggard features. His long 
jaw was shaved to a blue shadow now, and his jet 
black hair shone in the lamplight. 

“How did you get in this fix, Mike?” 

“Easy. I was in Shanghai—I lived there the last 20 
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years, except when I shipped out as an engineer on a 
boat. The damned Communists wouldn't let me work. 
So a friend of mine (he’s still in Shanghai) fixed it up 
for me to go aboard his boat, the Laura Pattison, as 
third assistant engineer. I was supposed to pick her 
up in Macao. The Portuguese gave me transit papers 
to catch the boat. 

“Well, the boat was an old tub, and Lloyd’s of Lon- 
don wouldn’t pass her on a survey. So my friend had 
to sell her for junk. The Portuguese found out about 
it. Then they told me I had got the permission to go 
through their lousy colony on false pretenses. They 
gave me five days to get out. 
p> “I figured I'd try to bust through Hong Kong, even 
though I didn’t have any papers, rather than go back 
and put up with the Chinese Commies. So I got on 
this top-heavy old tub of a ferry, the Lee Hong, on 
September 18, 1952. Well, the British wouldn't let me 
off. That’s when the fun began. . . . 


I’m Not Bitter 


S I STRUCK a match for Mike, I noticed the cig- 

A arette fingers of his blue-tattoed hand were 
stained mahogany. “Fun?” I inquired. 

“Well, what the hell, there’s no use being bitter. I 


bounce back quick, son. I figure you can't do anything 


about yesterday; you gotta work on tomorrow.” 

“Along about last April I did get clapped into the 
lousy brig. One of the stinking captains—I wore out 
four of them—couldn’t drink, and it made him mad to 
watch me. He told me to stop, and I told him where 
to go. So I was locked up. 

“I had it fixed with a pal in the crew to unlock the 
door to the brig every night. That blasted ferry rolled 
like a washtub.” 

Mike poured a drink. The soft whisper of the surf, 
mingling with the voices of diners on the terrace be- 
low, drifted through.the open window of our room in 
the plush Hotel Jaragua. 

“Here's to you,” Mike said. “This is some living! 


‘I think I'm going to like it here. Of course, I won't 


be able to stay around in a joint like this. I'll have to 
get a job—any kind of job. I'll tell you something, boy: 
I’m not going to let these good people down. . .” 

“Well, Mike, how did you get off the ferry?” 

“Oh, yeah. One morning—July 30, 1953—the Hong 
Kong police came aboard and told me I was getting 
off. The police commissioner there, D. W. MacIntosh, 
was the best friend I had. He helped get my wife, 
Helén, out of Shanghai and send her to Brazil. Well, 


he told me I was going to Brazil, too. The International 
Refugee Organization arranged it. So the next day, I 
took off in a KLM plane to Rome. 

“In Rome we took a train to Genoa. I was with a 
group of 60 White Russian refugees from Shanghai. 
We all had visas for Brazil. We sailed as third class 
passengers for Rio. When we got there, I couldn't land. 
> “Why? Because some low-down, crummy magazine 
writer had put in that I was a white-slaver and dope 
peddler. White-slaver and dope peddler, for God’s 
sake! I'd rather have a murder rap on me. Wouldn't 
you, huh? There’s some excuse for murder but none 
for that. ‘ 

“I don't wear any blooming halo. I know that. But 
most of the stuff that’s been printed about me is lies. 
Now, I'm going to shoot straight with you, son. You 
people at Parade were square with me — helping me 
find a home—so I'm going to be square with you. I'm 
like that. I've never told my story before.” 

“Yeah, I've read you were rough on the press.” 

“Why shouldn’t I be? Publicity killed me. Mac- 
Intosh could have got me off the ferry or I could 
have got into Rio except for all those lies. And every 
time I hit port I felt like a stinking monkey in a cage. 
Ever been in a brig, huh? Well, that’s all it is—a lousy 
cage. 

“But I got one slob down in Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tina. It was my last trip there, just a week ago when 
you people were trying to get me off the boat. This 
was a well-dressed John from the first class. I let him 


stare at me for a while, and then I reached out easy . 


like and grabbed my dipper in the water pail. Then I 
let him have it—right in the eye.” 

“Let’s get back to your story, Mike. You lived in 
the United States a long time, didn’t you?” 


I'll Shock You 


7 ELL, YES. I get a laugh out of this man-without- 
H a-country business. I’m 51 years old now, and 
it’s true I never had any legitimate papers. 

But I’ve been in 22 countries in my life, and I always 
considered myself an American. So did everybody else 
until I got on that ferry in Macao 13 months ago.” 

“Why couldn’t you prove it?” 

“Damned if I know. You won't believe my story, 
but you can check it if you want. The records should 
be there. 

“I'll probably shock the devil out of you. 
> “What would you say if you knew I earned my first 
money robbing Indian graves at the age of six? We 


now reveals the most thrilling real-life story of 1953 


lived on the outskirts of Tacoma, Washington—that’s 
where I claim I was born. I was Stephen Stanley 
Ragan. Yeah, me and a bunch of other kids used to 
dig up these moldy chiefs and sell their headdresses 
for $25 each. 

>» “And what would you say if I told you my own 
sister turned me in to the sheriff for swiping a $5 gold 
piece from her purse, huh? That’s right, she did. I was 
working in a paper mill in Oregon City, Ore., then. 
I guess I was about 13, making six lousy dollars a 
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week. I brought it all home to the old lady and she gave 
me two bits a week spending money. Well, I served 
about three years in reform school. for taking that 

“I never did get along well at home. For one thing, 
the old lady spoke Hungarian. And I never did learn 
the lingo, so we couldn’t talk to each other except 
through my sisters. Hell, they shipped me off to a 
detention home before I was seven and then sent me 
to truant school for a couple of years. 

“I learned a lot in that truant school. I learned 
how to use my fists from a boxing coach.

Anybody who's 
been in a street brawl with Mickey O’Brien has been 
scarred for life... .”

FAH, that’s what people say. See, I broke 
my nose playing semi-pro baseball in the 
early 20's, and | have trouble breathing. 
It pulls my lip up when I breathe, so 
people think I'm sneering. 

“I've been embarrassed a lot by that. . . .” 

“Let's get back to your story.” 

“Well, after that stretch in reform school, I didn’t 
have any stomach for staying home. I worked as a 
waiter on a coastwise steamer to Alaska for a while 
and then fleeced the Indians in Yakima, Wash., at 
shooting pool and finally drifted into the Army. 

“All the time I was changing my name back and 
forth from Stephen Ragan to Robert Stevens. You can 
believe it or not, but I deserted from the Army, joined 
the Navy, got a discharge from the Navy and joined 
the Army again before they finally caught up with me. 
1 got a year for desertion. Then they turned me loose 
in New York with $10. 

“That was around 1922 when you couldn't buy a 
job. Big, brawny guys were selling themselves at auc- 
tion on Boston Common just for board. Well, | got 
into a gang that planned to swipe some silk. We got 
into a loft and tosssed 7 bales down to the street. The 
driver got away, but the cops nabbed the rest of us. 

“| wouldn't admit to nothing. But a lawyer finally 
talked me into taking the rap by pleading guilty, be- 
cause the other guys were three timers. Under the 
name of Robert Stevens I was sent to Sing Sing for 
‘242 to 5 years. 


Arrested Again 


66 GoT out of the jug after serving 18 months and 
went back west to Portland. Things went along 
pretty well there until I took this girl friend 

across the state line. The way she was stacked I 

thought she was about 18 or 19. Turned out she was 

only 14. We were just going up to Washington to see 
her grandmother, but her family wanted to get me 
out of the way so they tipped off the cops. 

“I married the giri—that was Violet, my first wife. 
We went up to Eugene, Ore., where I got a job mixing 
concrete. A few days later three FBI guys showed up 
and took me back to Portland, charged with violation 
of the Mann Act. But they couldn’t make it stick 
because Violet wanted to stay married. 

“There I was, though, with a wife and no job again, 
so J went in with angther guy on a series of holdups. 
I never carried a gun, but this dumb jerk pulled a gun 
on one j0b when I was driving. The cops nailed us. 
He turned state’s evidence and claimed I was armed. 
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“That time they put me away for 20 years on a 
charge of assault while armed with a dangerous weap- 
on with intent to kill or wound. I went up to the state 
pen at Salem, Ore., and my lawyers appealed the case. 
A year later the charge was reduced to assault with 
intent to rob. But the judge hated my guts, so he told 
me: “Well, Ragan, since you've served a year, I'll take 
it easy on you. I'll cut your sentence to 19 years.’ Nice 
guy, huh? .. . Here, gimme another cigarette.” 

I tossed the pack over to Mike. “How do you feel 
about all these crimes you committed?” I asked. 

“Oh, I'm sorry. Hell, yes, | wish they'd never hap- 
pened, but I’m not going to make any excuses. The 
worst thing is that’s how I lost my country. About 
seven years after I'd been in the clink, the warden 
told me they were pardoning foreigners.

The 
Italians wouldn’t claim me. I had the idea Shanghai 
was an open port so I offered to pay my way there if 
they'd let me out. 
> “The warden fixed it up for me. I couldn't pay my 
way, because then I'd have to get a passport. Some 
deal was worked out between the immigration people, 
the FBI and the ship for me to become a work-a-way 
for a dollar a month. That way I didn’t need papers.

I could get along in 
Shanghai. Shanghai was my kind of town—up to the 
war, at least. Soon after I got there | made my reputa- 
tion by quieting down the English welterweight champ 
of Shanghai out in an alley. 

“After that I was always able to make a good living. 
mostly as bouncer in bars and gambling joints. Finally. 
I got my own place, the Shamrock Bar on Blood Alley. 
I guess those were the best years of my life. 

“I got my Irish name in Shanghai, too. One night in 
1932, I got stinko and took a shot at a Japanese guard 
The police got interested in me again, even though ! 
didn’t hit him, so I decided it was time to change my 
identity. I didn’t know where to go if I got booted out 
of Shanghai. I found a seaman named O'Brien who 
sold me his passport for $50. Damn if I didn’t lose 
that, too. But the name O'Brien stuck.” 


Damn Sight Easier 


66 OU DON’T look Irish, Mike,” I said. 
y “Yeah, | know. Some Irishman told me that 
on the ferry boat and | said, “What are you 
kicking about brother? It took a Hungarian to put 
Ireland back on the map.’ 

“Speaking of that, life was a damn sight easier be- 
fore anybody ever heard of O'Brien. I shipped out of 
Shanghai on an oil tanker in 1947 and the captain 
fired me in England. | didn’t have any papers then, 
but they let me go ashore and live in London. The 
company paid my way back to Hong Kong. | could 
be living there today, but my wife sent word from 
Shanghai that she and the kid were in trouble. .. . ” 

“Was that the girl you married in the States?” 

“Oh, Violet? She died while J was in the pen. Her 
people wouldn't even tell me where they buried her. 
I married Helen—she was a White Russian—after the 
war. We got a six-year-old son, Pat. 

“Like I was telling you, when Helen sent this SOS, 
I smuggled myself back into Shanghai in 1948 by just 
walking off the boat with some friends in the British 
customs. I got somebody to take the kid to Australia.

OU MAY some day live in a house 
heated and lighted by “sun-power.”

That's because some experts claim 
our easily available natural resources like coal 
and oil may be too expensive in 70 years. And 


the role of atomic fuels is still up in the air. - 


Those are only some of the things discussed 
by 40 top “solar scientists” who met here 
recently at the University of Wisconsin. __, 

Hard-headed researchers, aware that the 
earth receives more heat from the sun in 
three days than could be generated from all 
our coal, lignite, peat, tar, petroleum, natural 
gas, oil shale, lumber, uranium and thorium 
combined, are pinning their long-range plans 
to solar energy. 

Pioneer sun scientists like French Prof. 


Felix Trombe (left), who has built his huge . 


experimental solar furnace high in the 
Pyrenees Mountains in southern France, are 
showing the way. By focusing the big mirrors, 
he multiplied the sun’s heat 50,000 times— 
about equal to that achieved by modern in- 
dustrial electric ovens—hot enough to melt a 
100-pound block of iron in an hour. 


The Experts Say... 


N Froripa and California “sun power” is 
being used to heat water baie household 
purposes. 

The U.S. Department of Interior has been 
surveying private research’s use of solar en- 
ergy to increase food production (through 
the development of algae plants to yield con- 
centrated foods) and for heat. 

Here are some of the things scientists re- 
ported here: 
> Prof. R. L. Meier, of the Univ. of Chicago: 
Promising new research is aimed at develop- 
ing algae plants on a large scale as a potential 
supply of food and fuel. “Algae” fuel which 
now costs about 25 times as much to make 
as regular fuels, can provide insurance against 
vanishing coal and oil. — 
> Dr. Joseph Farber, of the Consolidated 
Vultee Aircraft Corp., San Diego, Calif.: His 
company has devised a way to trap sunshine 
and generate heat to 5,000 degrees Fahren- 
heit. It’s used in developing new materials 
for jet engines and rockets. 
> DOr. C. G. Abbot, of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, Washington, D. C.: He will have a 
five-horsepower engine run by sunshine ready 
for testing next year. He claims it could be 
mass-produced to furnish heat, electricity and 
as pumps for small farms. 
> Dr. G. O. G. Lef, of Denver, Colo.: He 
claims the use of sunshine to heat homes will 
become economically feasible within 10 years. 
> Or. Maria Telkes, of New York University: 
She built an experimental house in Dover, 
Mass., heated partly by solar energy as long 
ago as 1948. She says solar houses would cost 
an estimated $35,000 and are not yet ready 
for the market. 
> Or. Lawrence Heidt, of Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology: He has experimented 
with certain chemicals that can capture and 
store the sun’s rays. 
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THIS huge wall of 516 mirrors collects the 
sunlight at Professor Trombe’s “sun station,” 
hurls it at mirrors to melt steel bar (oppo- 
site page). U.S. is developing “‘solar en- 
gine" for farm machinery, irrigation pumps. 


> Dr. M. L. Ghai, of the National Physical 
Laboratory in India: He described a “solar 
food cooker”—costing only $14—already on 
the market in his sun-soaked country. 

Far-seeing inventor Charles B. Kettering, 
who helped develop the gasoline engine, has 
poured $5,000,000 of his own money into 
solar research against the day when the 
earth’s natural fuels will be exhausted. 
Boston’s wealthy Godfrey Lowell Cabot has 
invested at least another $600,000. 


We'll Harness the Sun 


ROPERLY harnessed, they believe, the 

sun’s energy can provide far more power 

than we have ever known. Wisconsin 
chemistry professor Farrington Daniels has 
calculated that in the U.S., the year-round 
average of sunshine falling on one square 
foot of land comes to one “kilocalorie” per 
minute. Divide America’s 2,000,000,000 
acres by our population of about 150,000,000 
and each of us has available a stupendous 
280,000,000 kilocalories a day—about 2,000 
times what we need. . 

What about that food supply — from algae 
grown on your own roof? We already have 
the type of house, scientists point out, to 
make it possible. Given enough sunshine, 4 


settling tank could help produce some of the 
family’s food needs. The “solar food” house
